““Rhitanolf in theso crises, Though ho may 
nover havo taken ‘a full shot? himself, his 
ear is quito as olive to the sound of the 
stroke that ‘loyn him dead,’ or to the 
‘topping,’ ‘heeling and tooing,’ or ‘ taking 
the ground,’ as is that of the most ardont 
golfer himaclf. He is quite as agonised as 
the latter when his partner missea the short 
patt, or when an‘ill-dircotod ball flica to its 
doom, and.when a wall-alruck ball is sent 
merrily and surely flying through tho air, 
he. sympathises in the joy of the golfer. 
Buta walk round the links does not only 
initiate us into tho myatorics of golf: it 
affords the student in human charactor a 
rare insight into tho woaknessos and virtucs 
of mankind, and teaches many a lesson, 
edifying cr not'as tho case may be, but 
generally asmuaing, There is much moro 
to ba gained by playing golf than the mere 
physical exercise and prowess in one of the 
most ongrossing of games ; and we think, 
in spite of the Archbishop, who said with 
a emile when asked why he had nevor taken 
to the gamo, ‘ Yes, it’sa very good game, 
but yow aes it would hardiy do for me to 
be ssen beginning,’ that many men would 
bo all the better for having undergone a 
course of ‘beginning.’ We should ‘also 
enjoy making up macy a match or four- 
some for some leading politicians of the 
day, who would be disciplined in tho vary- 
ing fortunes of the game for their part in 
the greater game in which they’ must take 
sides, for thoro are many who take a loading 
part in governing and controlling mon’a 
lives without having learnt to govern sven 
their own tempers! Woe fancy that even 
Mr GQladatono, with his boll dowa in o 
‘banker,’ ‘missing the short putt,’ or 
otherwise transgressing, to the wrath of 
his partner and tho ili-concoaled joy of Mr 
Balfour, who would look on meckingly, 
would have to lay aside that impenctrable 
coat of mail of vanity and self-satiafaction 
that is ona of the marvels of tho ago, But 
Mr Gindstone knows better than to be 
thus soon!

Thoy may bo fair cricke- 
tors, excellont at tennis or racquets, and 
able to wicld an oar with anyone, but the 
Pleasures of tho water, the tennis conrt, 
and even the green turf and tho batsman’s 
joy, are no longer for them ; they have lost 
their charm, Bitton by the most viraleut 
form of golf-fever, they return day by day 
to their beloved links regardless of the biec! 
looks of the good player and the sneors 
of the spectators. Modesty is not their 
Peculiar characteristic, and ‘hope springs 
eternal in the homan breast” Their 
steadfast perseverance and unfailing hope- 
falnass would ba indicrons were they quite 
devoid of a certain touch of the pathotic 
which invariably appoals to one. They are 
impertarbable in their good bumour, in 
apie of missing, at being unable to hita 
ball, or of makiog hopeloss strokes that 
‘lay them dead’ whore they ought not to 
be. Thay have one great virtne, however. 
They will devote themselves with the 
utmost good-naturo to tho boginner, who 
foas never handted 9 club and understands 
not one word of the jargon of the links, and 
they will cheerfully spend hours in giving 
him the firat instruction in golf, and even 
send him on hia way rejoicing, and fondiy 
doluding him into the bolief that he has 
the making of an excellent ployor in him. 
‘There is another large and vary different

Thess 
are men With whom golf is hardly a game, 
certainly not a relaxation, but a torribla 
contest on the result of which 9 nation’s 
fate may almost be said to hung.

chances of golf are enormous, aud even the 
best and. surest of players are sometimes 
doomed ‘ta failure, And. surely it is beat 
"to ‘take'the fall’ gracefully, Great as is 
one’s delight.in. the olean drivé, woll-struck
